THE SUDDEN DEATH of Dutch 
Liberal Rabb! Jacob Soetendorp 
(Zutam), at the age of 62, bas robbed 
Halland of 2 very Jewish per- 
sonality. Rabbi Soetendorp was 
better known than any other Dutch 
Jew both among the non-Jewilah 
puplie in Holland and in Progressive 
ewish circles abroad. During the 
past two years, he was rabbi of the 
Jewish congregation of Goeteborg, 
Sweden, where be was also laid to 
rest. 
Whenever, between 1954 and 1972, 
an issue with a Jewish angle turned 
- up, it was almost invariably to Jacob 
Soetendorp that the newamedia turn- 
ed for the “Jewish” view, 
Born into a poor family In the 
Amsterdam Jewizh quarter, he was 
admitted as a very gifted boy to the 
Amsterdam Orthodox Teachers and 
Rabbinical Seminary, where he soon 
distinguished himself with his 
oratorial gifts. The World War II 
broke out before he could complete 
his rabbinical degree. After the war, 
which he and his wife spent in hiding, 
he became the first post-war editor 
of the Dutch-Jewish weekly ““Nicuw 
Israelietisch Weekblad,"* through 
which he did much to promote the 
idea of allya among Dutch Jewry. 

In 1948, Jacob and his wife and 
four smelt children settled in Israel, 
where he became the private 
secretary of the late Mrs. Polly van 
Leer. In this capacity he edited 
“Chronicles of the Past,*" a 
periodical which presented Jewish 
history in newspaper form. 

In 1953 he and his family returned 
to Holland. to which he had returned 
periodically as a for 
the United Israel Appeal. He 
accepted the vacant position of rabbi 
of the Amsterdam Libera) Congrega- 
tion, which was then smatl and com- 
prised mainly of elderly German 
Jews. He was ordained δ rabbi by 
Rabbi Leo Baeck. 

Under Soetendorp’s dynamic 
leadership, the Liberal Jewish 
Congregation became popular 
among Dutch-born Jews, and at one
